Detroit Leads 

The Detroit area leads the nation 
in war work with a total of $12,- 
218,781,000 placed in war contracts 
as of Dec. 21, 1944, representing 
11.6 percent of the national total 
of $209,148,168,000, according to a 
report by the War Production 
Board. 

The figures show Detroit area 
production two billion dollars more 
than Los Angeles which has a total 
of $10,489,872,000. The Chicago area 
was third with $9,015,500,000. 


The end of the war will not mean the 
end of automobile rationing and price 
control, in the opinion of Ray Cham- 
berlain, executive vice-president of 
the National Automobile Dealers 
Assn. The demand for cars will so far exceed the supply 
that the government will be compelled to continue these 
measures for some time after peace comes, Chamberlain 
believes. (In a recent talk in San Francisco, George Mason, 
president of Nash-Kelvinator, predicted that postwar ra- 
tioning would be in effect for only a short term.) 

“When we reach the place in the war’s progress when 
the resumption of automobile manufacture can be con- 
sidered expedient by the government, the industry will 
probably start production at the rate of approximately two 
million cars a year,” Chamberlain said in a formal state- 
ment last week. “This probably will be stepped up quite 
rapidly because both competition and demand will be un- 
precedented. By the end of the first year, the factory people 
probably will be turning out cars at the rate of three and 


a half or four and a half million a year. 
> * *% 


Chamberlain Sees 
Postwar Rationing 
For Some Time 


“This stepping up process will con- 
tinue into the second year after pro- 
duction is resumed and I believe the 
industry will produce at least five 
million automobiles during that year. 
This would put production above the average in the most 
active prewar period. The third year after car-making 
starts again, production will in all likelihood go as high 
as six and possibly seven million units. I think that will be 
just about as high as annual production ever will go for a 
long time. It is obvious that the production figures I have 
given will fall far below the number of cars that the public 
will want just as soon as the industry gets the green light. 

“For example, there are approximately 24,000,000 pas- 
senger automobiles on the streets and highways of the 
United States at this time. Broadly speaking, every one of 
these cars will represent a replacement demand. It will 
take the manufacturers more than five years, in round 
numbers, to supply this demand alone, and in the meantime, 
many new buyers will come into the market, to say nothing 
of the enormous number of returning soldiers who will 
want cars and who will stand at the top of the priority list.”

ODT Lists Procedure 
On Deferments 


The following letter from ODT was addressed last week to All Highway 
Transportation Employers: 

Because of the increased requirements of the armed forces, a 
large number of physically fit males, ESPECIALLY THOSE UNDER 
30 YEARS OF AGE, now engaged in war production and essential 
war supporting activities will be called for induction during the 
next few months. In order to protect highly critical men in essential 
activities, the Selective Service System has announced a procedure 
in which no physically fit men under 30 years of age will receive 
occupational deferments unless the necessity of their deferment 
has been certified to by a claimant agency. ODT is considered the 
certifying agency for all workers in transportation and its main- 
tenance establishments. In order that each employer will be familiar 
with the criteria that have been established, there is listed below 
the requirements as outlined to each certifying agency: 

(1) Only a relatively few men, under the age of thirty, can be certi- 
fied for occupational deferment. 

(2) No man can be certified for deferment unless he is doing work 
that is indispensable in an activity that is included within the 
War Manpower Commission “List of Essential Activities,” i.e., 
local transit, rapid transit, interurban electric railway, over-the- 
road bus and over-the-road trucking operations and their main- 
tenance services, and the repair of all automobiles, buses, trucks, 
tractors, farm equipment and tires. 

No such indispensable man can be certified for deferment if 
he can be replaced by someone performing less essential work 
within the plant or establishment, or by recruitment from 
without. 

Any such man shall be considered as replaceable if a recruit or 
transferee can be qualified to perform his work through three 
months of intensive training. 

Men engaged in planning, research, development, or produc- 
tion for postwar purposes, shall not be certified for derferment. 


ONLY THOSE EMPLOYERS WHO SUBMIT THE LISTS AND 
FORMS DESCRIBED BELOW WILL BE ELIGIBLE TO HAVE 
THEIR EMPLOYEES CERTIFIED FOR DEFERMENT. Pres- 
ent indications are that Selective Service will begin drafting 
registrants under 30 now holding occupational deferments after 
April 1, 1945. 

Certification may be withdrawn at any time by the headquarters 
office of the certifying agency (Office of Defense Transpor- 
tation). 

The procedure to be followed is outlined below: 

As a basis for determining the small proportion of men under 
30 years of age who may be certified for occupational defer- 
ment, each highway transport operating company and main- 
tenance establishment shall furnish the nearest district office 
of the Office of Defense Transportation the following: 


(1) A list in quadruplicate of ALL men presently employed, 
who as of Jan. 1, 1945, were less than 30 years of age and 
were classified as 2-A or 2-B. (This list should not include 
those who were classified as 2-A (f), 2-A (L), 2-B (F), or 
2-B (L). This list shall be arranged to show the men IN 
ORDER OF THEIR IMPORTANCE TO THE FIRM, i.e., 
those men whose loss would be most serious being placed 
first on the list. 


A sample form of the list will be found on page four. The 
form should only include those men who are employed 
within the state within which the local ODT office is located. 
After review of the forms, the ODT will subsequently for- 
ward one copy to the State Director of Selective Service. 


Prepare two sets of Form 42-A Special (Revised) for each 
man meeting the established deferment criteria and for 
whom the employer feels that he must obtain deferment. 
(Copies of Form 42-A Special, revised, will shortly be avail- 
able at Local Selective Service Boards or at the office of 
the State Director of Selective Service). When completed, 
the two sets of Forms 42-A Special (Revised) must be 
attached to the quadruplicate listing when filed with the 
local ODT office. 
(Editor's Note: “Parts specialists” may be listed if engaged in essential 
occupation, NADA says. In cases of branch offices, dealers should file sep- 
arate lists and list each man at the location where he is working.) 


(3) A certification, sworn to by his authorized representative, 
that such list and Forms 42-A Special (Revised) are being 
submitted only to one certifying agency.

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Discretionary Power Deleted . . .

Studied in Wash. 


SEATTLE. — Careful pre-intro- 
duction study was made of the only 
bill in Washington state that auto 
dealers are seeking to have enacted 
into law at the present session o 
the legislature.

license once granted has been 
deleted.

Dealers Protest 
“Shade Tree” 
Traders in S. C. 


ANDERSON, S. C.—Several au- 
tomobile dealers of this city, with 
Guy Sullivan as spokesman, ap- 
peared before the city council last 
week and made a strong protest 
against the practice of numerous 
“shade tree” dealers selling auto- 
mobiles here and paying no city 
license. 

Sullivan read a statement declar- 
ing that regular licensed dealers 
would refuse to pay their 1945 li- 
cense until after the situation had 
been satisfactorily cleared up. 

It was brought out that about 75 
percent of the used cars sold here 
are sold by “shade tree” dealers. 
These dealers have state licenses, 
but no city licenses. They maintain 
they do not sell cars within the city 
limits. 


Flat License Fee 
Provided in 


Del. Bill 


DOVER, Del.—A bill providing 
for a flat registration fee of $10 a 
year for all passenger automobiles, 
instead of the present system of 
computing the fee on gross weight, 
has been introduced in the state 
legislature here by Rep. Samuel B. 
Bird. 

The bill also would provide for 
registration for a period of three 
months in addition to the periods 
of six and 12 months specified in 
the present law. This would make 
it possible for the expiration date 
to fall on any quarter convenient to 
the owners, state highway depart- 
ment officials explained. 

The proposed legislation, if en- 
acted, would go into effect July 1.

Automotive men are also inter- 
ested in three aviation bills, one 
setting up an aviation commission 
in this state, with a member to be 
selected from each congressional 
district. The other two bills cover 
zoning and operation of airports, 
coordinating with federal regula- 
tion. 

A bill introduced by Zack Vane 
of the South Tacoma legislative 
district, relating to dealer license 
plates and the licensing of new 
and used car automobile dealers, 
includes: 

Section 1. “Every dealer shall 
purchase one original set of deal- 
er’s vehicle license number plates, 
and may make application for and 
secure as many additional sets of 
license number plates bearing the 
same number but each set with a 
distinguishing symbol, as he may 
require. Whenever a dealer shall, 
maintain a branch or sub-agency 
in more than one location he shall 
be required to have a separate li- 
cense and a separate vehicle license 
number assigned for each branch 
or sub-agency. The dealer’s vehicle 
license number plates shall be dis- 
played as required by law upon 
every vehicle. 

Section 31. Application for deal- 
er’s vehicle license shall be made 
by the dealer or his authorized 
agent. Such application must show: 

1. Name under which the business 
is conducted; 

2. The address of the principal 
place of business; 

3. The name and make of all new 
vehicles handled; 

4. Whether or not used cars are 
handled; 

5. Certificate to the effect that 
the applicant is a bona fide dealer, 
with an established place of busi- 
ness, conducted in a permanent en- 
closed building or structure with 
facilities for the service, repair, 
and reconditioning of motor ve- 
hicles, at which a permanent busi- 
ness of bartering, trading and sell- 
ing of motor vehicles will be car- 
ried on as such in good faith, and 
at which place of business shall be 
kept and maintained the books, 
records and files of the business. 

6. Such other information as shall 
be required by the director of li- 
censes.

RALEIGH, N. C.—The Senate 
Roads Committee last week favor- 
ably reported a bill to increase the 
maximum length of combination of 
vehicles from 45 to 48 feet, to rede- 
fine axle loads, and to increase 
from 40,000 to 50,000 the maximum 
permissable weight of vehicles 
with four or more axles.

Ohio Dealers Get 
Tax Relief Again 
On Frozen Stocks 


COLUMBUS, O.—The Ohio Auto- 
mobile Dealers Assn. announced 
last week that it has renewed an 
agreement with the Ohio Depart- 
ment of Taxation easing the bur- 
den of personal property taxes 
on frozen inventories of new cars 
and trucks. 

The agreement states that new 
cars and trucks frozen in 1942 will 
be taxable at 25 percent of the total 
average value. Dealers will be re- 
quired to file claim for reduction of 
75 percent of the average value of 
such property held last year or in 
1943 and 1944 if the fiscal year is 
used. 

The personal property tax return 
must be filed before March 31. In 
submitting the form, the associa- 
tion suggested that dealers list full 
monthly values of inventories of 
new cars and trucks and determine 
the total average value in the 
usual manner. 

Assessment will be based upon 
the average value of 70 percent of 
new stocks remaining after the 
claim has been studied and allow- 
ance made. ; 

Dealers will continue to pay the 
full tax rate on machinery, parts,

It is the contention of automobile. 
owners that the present system of 
registration is obsolete and that it 
matters little with the present 
highway system whether an auto- 
mobile weighs 1,000 or 3,000 pounds. 
A flat fee for every car would mod- 
ernize the state system and sim- 
plify registration, effecting a sav- 
ing to the state, it is pointed out. 

Major bills on dealer responsi- 
bility have to do with establishing 
standards for dealers and protec- 
tion for the public from the influx 
of worn-out used cars and the ship- 
ment of the better cars to out-of- 
state markets. 

Automobile dealers contend that 
OPA regulations and motor vehicle 
bureau leniency in issuing dealer’s 
license plates under present laws 
has resulted in hundreds of “hotel 
room” automobile dealers operat- 
ing in the state and “junked” cars 
flooding the state markets with 
dealers as well as motorists the 
victims. It is charged the dealer is 
the eventual receiver of “junkers,” 
for purchasers turn them in for 
better transportation as soon as 
they realize their mistake.

State Automobile Dealers, Inc., has 
called for a combined meeting of 
the directors, county vice-presi- 
dents, and legislative committees 
of the state association to be held 
here Feb, 26, at the DeWitt Clinton 
Hotel at 7 p. m. 


Dealer Bond ] Law

COLUMBIA, S. C.—The House 
judiciary committee gave an un- 
favorable report to a bill by Rep.

The bond requirement was in- 
augurated by a law passed last 
year.

Gas Tax Boost 
Proposed in Mich. 
LANSING, Mich.—Gov. Kelly of 
Michigan proposed last week a 
$50,000,000 highway bond issue, to 
be financed by increasing the gaso- 
line tax from three to four cents. 
The governor said that the in- 
creased gasoline tax would produce 
$7,800,000 to $11,500,000 a year and 
should retire the highway bonds in 
10 years.

DETROIT.—In a detailed study 
of absenteeism, Chrysler division 
found that in its plants illness is 
most often given as the reason for 
being absent, and that, strangely 
enough, absenteeism runs slightly 
higher in summer than _ winter, 
although sickness is more preva- 
lent in winter than summer in this 
climate. 


It was also found, and this 
was not regarded as especially 
strange, that absenteeism was at 
its lowest point on Friday, pay- 
day, and then rose sharply on 
Saturday to the second highest 
point in the week. Fair weather 
or foul, summer or winter, Mon- 
day was found to be the worst 
day for absenteeism. From Mon- 
day to Friday the percentage 
drops steadily. On Friday the 
percentage is only about a third 
of that on Monday. 

In the Chrysler tabulations, 
“sickness” is divided into five gen- 
eral classes—coughs, colds and flu; 
stomach trouble (under which 
might come a hangover); injury; 
eye trouble, and miscellaneous. 

Next comes personal business, 
with about 5 percent using that as 
the reason for missing work. It is 
closely followed by sickness in the 
family. Next comes transportation 
with 3.5 percent. This can be at 
least partially explained by the 
overloaded condition of streetcars 
and buses, in addition to the 
troubles that are incident to cold 
weather and slippery streets when 
private automobiles are employed 
as a means of getting to work, as 





they are by a very large percentage 
of the employes in any Detroit 
plant. 

The study was made from rec- 
ords kept by the tabulating de- 
partment. Whenever an employe 
is absent, the foreman reports to 
the department. When the work- 
er returns, he is asked to sign a 
slip giving the reason. Then the 
reason is punched on the card, 
according to a code that lists the 
25 reasons most commonly given. 

The absentee rate in Chrysler 
division plants is believed to be 
better than the national average, 
though complete figures are un- 
available. It is higher, however, 
than management believes neces- 
sary, which is the reason for the 
accumulation of data that will per- 
mit approach to it in a scientific 
manner.

power conditions. (AUTOMOTIVE News, Feb. 19) “Let me 
repeat,”” Romney said, “It is the unrestrained militancy of 
a minority group of workers, stewards and union repre- 
sentatives and officials that is thwarting the desire of the 
majority. Most workers want to do more work and want 
more order and less confusion in the plants. 

“The UAW-CIO’s black record of strikes, stoppages and 
slowdowns during the war is well known and is severely 
deplored. Not so well known, however, is the vicious in- 
fighting and groin blows that labor leaders like George F. 
Addes are delivering continually to industry and the war 
effort by trying to usurp management’s functions and 
responsibility. 

* * * 

“While Mr. Addes and other labor lead- 
ers feign a pious public attitude and 
pretend they do not want to control 
production, their union representatives 
in the plants are trying to ‘muscle in’ on 
management for the greater aggrandisement of the labor 
monopoly. Referring to Addes’ charge that plants are 
hoarding labor on cost-plus contracts, Romney said: “Actu- 
ally there are no cost-plus contracts in the automotive in- 
dustry. This type of contract was abolished by an act of 
Congress in July, 1940, more than two years before Amer- 
ica got into the war. More than 75 percent of the war con- 
tracts in the automotive industry are fixed price contracts, 
and the remainder consist of fixed fee and other types of 
contracts. 

“Mr. Addes charges that the union had to push manage- 
ment into converting. If he will look up the UAW-CIO 
telegram sent by R. J. Thomas to President Roosevelt on 
July 20, 1941, he will find the entire organization protest- 
ing the government’s action in curtailment of automobile 
output at that time, although this action was encouraged 
and voluntarily accepted in April of that year by every 
automobile company as a necessary part of the nation’s 
defense program. While Mr. Addes says that management 
prerogatives are recognized in the official union program, 
the public knows by now that such programs and signed 
agreements are meaningless when the union chooses to ig- 
nore them. There is a UAW-CIO ‘no-strike’ pledge, but the 
record shows that war production is being interrupted by 
five times as many strikes as the industry had before the 
war, not to mention constant violations of contracts with 
individual concerns.” Romney said that the strikes result 
from union effort to thwart needed discipline and from 
management effort to maintain worker, job and plant pro- 
ductivity. In a later statement, Addes charged that ACWP 
is seeking to weaken or destroy collective bargaining in the 
industry and restore for postwar automobile production 
“the intolerable conditions of speedup which before the 
coming of the union made Detroit plants notorious through- 
out the world.”

INDIANAPOLIS. — Consider- 
ation of a bill to permit city 
councils in Indiana to license

The cargo carrier is a fully- 
tracked vehicle, capable of travers- 
ing all kinds of terrain and water. 
It is claimed to have the lightest 
ground pressure of any war vehicle 
built, and will carry four soldiers 
or a driver and about 1,200 pounds 
of cargo.
